As discussed in the previous 
Office Action mailed on April 2, 2009, the portion of Olszok et al. which discloses the claimed subject matter is Figure 1 and the disclosure 
related to it. The Examiner acknowledges that Olszok et al. disclose other embodiments that describe a "semi-active" valve, but again, 
Olszok et al. teach a passive valve in Figure 1 , Item 5 which is used for controlling exhaust flow in an exhaust system for non-conventional 
internal combustion power source exhibiting discontinuities in exhaust gas flow during operation as disclosed in Column 1 , Lines 32 - 51 . 
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
